HIEF JUSTICE PREAR says .the 


intention of. the fraiaers of the 
Organic Act, in anaking 
the 


clause pro\-idlng that the proceedings 
of the Legislature should oe in Eng- 
lish, was thaT English snould be the 
only language spoken. In an interview 
yesterday, ^ Chief Justic Prear, who 
was a member of the Hawaiian Com- 
mission which drew,the Act, Jjaitl: 
••The Organic Act had the old Con- 
tltutlon of the Republic as a basis. 
We T^ent over It section by section, 
dopted here, amended there, and In

incorporated 
new 
sections. 


When the matter of the qualifications 
f legislators was being considered, a 
member of the commission offered the 
section In regard to'the us^ of Eng- 
sh. TKe" section was Intended to pro- 
ride for a qualification for members, 
f the Legislature.- Already It .»o 
seen provided as * qualification TK. 
voters that they be able to read and 
write English or Hawaiian. The Idea 
»f the commission-was that • members 
of the Legislature should be better 
equipped'mentally than the general run 
of voters and should be «t>le to read 
and write English understandingly. 
Providing that proceedings snould be 
n English -was a 'practical enforce; 
ment of this^dea, or was so intended 
o be, as I understand It. . 
"It Will be remembered that one sec- 
Ion of the Organic Act provides that 
the session of tie Legislature should 
be sixty days in length. In the old 
Constitution the term was nxed at 
ninety days.
